In support of the present system we have 
nrst, trie-history of the Colony and State 
through a period of two and a half cen- 
turies as a, witness at once of the ad- 
vantages and the evils of the present sys- 
tem. In this long period of time the Com- 
monwealth has 
"prospered, H has In- 
creased In population, and Its limited 
natural 
resources 
have 
been devel- 


oped to a degree surpassing the de- 
velopment that has taken place in 
any 
o£ our sister states. Can ' the 
advocates oC the proposed amendment 
show how. or wherein, or when, since 
the adoption of the constitution of 1TSO 
the state would have been more rapidly 
advanced if the change which they now 
advocate had been made originally a 
part of the fundamental law? 
The two most important elections, those 


of president, once In four years, and of 
the members oC Congress, once in two 
years, canot be changed. The effect of 
the proposed amendment Is to transfer 
the election of the State officers and tha 
expression of a Judgment by the people 
upon State policy from years of com- 
parative repose and quiet to periods of 
national excitement, when It will be Im- 
possible for the voters of the State to 
give deliberate attention to and to pass 
careful Judgment upon, their own affairs, 
li In former times, when the Interests of 
the State were few comparatively, and 
•when subjects of legislation were lim- 
ited In number. It was essential or wise 
to bring thesc'matters before the peopla 
as often as once a year, there arc now ad- 
ditional reasons for a frequent Judgment 
•when we have a population of two and a 
half million people, with large wealth 
and 
Important questions 
of "business 


•which demand consideration. 
It is claimed as an advantage to be se- 
cured by the proposed amendment tha.: 
members of the legislature would gain 
experience from the term of two years 
from which the public would derive a 
benefit. Under the present system the 
constituency have an opportunity to de- 
cide upon the merits of men as often as 
once a year, and whenever they are o( 
opinion that a certain member Is capa- 
ble of performing other and better serv- 
ices on account oi1 his experience, they 
have the capacity, and usually, we be- 
lieve, they have the disposition, to re- 
elect him. If, however, under the pres- 
ent system, a member has failed In his 
duty, the voters have an opportunity at 
an early period to substitute a new man 
In his place. Under the present system 
we have the judgment of the people, 
which we bellv'e to be a safe guide, as to 
the qualifications of a sitting member, 
"but by the proposed plan a member once 
elected must occupy the seat for two 
years, whether he prove himself worthy 
and capable for the place or otherwise. 
The Importance of a careful Judgment by 
thepeoplemay he realized In the present 
aspect of the question which we are now 
conslderlrig.whetherornot we have over- 
valued Its Importance. It Is clear that tho 
people will be unable in the year 1S96, In 
tne presence of Congressional and Presi- 
dential elections, to give that attention 
to the proposed alteration of the Consti- 
tution which would be given In the year 
1SH7. 
The publfc mind Is engrossed by 
prea.t questions of national concern, and 
the discussion before the people will ba 
limited to national questions. 


WG do not hesitate to say that the ed- 
ucation which IB often obtained by the 
mass of the people from the aiscussion 
of pending questions of public policy fat 
outweighs the objections suggested by 
the advocates of the proposed amend- 
ment.

the tracks of the road of late, "supposed 
to Lave fallen from a passing train," 
wen: undoubtedly due to '.hose men bav- 
IiiS been pushed off.
